Intense religious excitement prevails in Ontario, consequent upon an attack by a mob 
of French Canadians on a Christian Workers’ meeting. 

The trains on the Canadian Pacific Railway have been delayed for the last two or three 
days owing to a snow block on the line in the Rocky Mountains. 

A Reuter’s telegram from Mexico, says :—‘‘ Dreadful suffering prevails in this city and 
in the country towns in consequence of the influenza epidemic. The deaths in the capital 
on Feb. 8th, numbered 143.” 

The commissioners appointed by Act of Parliament to inquire into the allegations 
against the Irish Party, have issued their report, and acquit the Irish members on all 
the graver counts of the accusation. 

Mail advices from Japan state that Mount Zoo is in eruption. At first the top of the 
mountain was uplifted, and stones and earth were hurled for six miles around. Thirty- 
five houses were destroyed, and damage was done to the extent of $3,500,000. 

Toronto, Feb. 15.—A fire at the University of Toronto has resulted in the almost 
complete destruction of the building. It is impossible to correctly estimate the total 
loss, but the building and contents were valued at $1,500,000. The total insurance 
amounts to only $160,000. Only a few persons were in the fire broke 
out, and all of these escaped. 

Cardinal Manning, in the course of a letter to the Deutsche Revue on the German Em- 
peror’s action in summoning a conference of all nations on the labor question, says he thinks 
this Imperial act the wisest and worthiest that has proceeded from any sovereign of our 
times. Cardinal Manning adds that the condition of the wage-earning people of every 
European country is a grave danger to every European State. 

The Lancet says: We are indebted to a correspondent for the following list of football 

casualties in the present season, commencing the first week in September last, to the 
third week in the past month of January, taken from a carefully tabulated record of such 
casualties as have been publicly anneunced : Deaths, 13. Fractures: Legs, 15; arms 4;

Nuw Yoskx, Feb. 18.—The Central Railroad Company of Georgia has just been 
forced to suspend both its schedule passenger and its freight service. So many locomo- 
tives and cars have been broken up in recent accidents that there are actually not 
enough left to make up the trains. There have been no fewer than 23 serious accidents, 
each involving the destruction of large quantities of rolling stock, during the past three 
weeks, Not a day pases without the newspapers containing the account of some fright- 
ful accident.

About five years ago the Legislature of the Territory of Idaho made a law, 
disfranchising all members of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. Although not couched in the above language, it was intended to 
_ accomplish, and did most successfully accomplish that object. This effectu- 
ally debarred all members of the Mormon” Church from every political 
right and privilege guaranteed to them by the Constitution of the country of 
which they were citizens; thus placing them in abject serfdom, without a 
voice in municipal, county, or territorial affairs. Their property is taxed, and 
the laws administered, by their sworn and avowed enemies, the majority of 
whom are irresponsible and lawless. Acts of tyranny, injustice, robbery 
and persecution have become a common occurrence. When this law was for- 
mulated five years ago, the originators of it never intended or expected that 
it would stand an investigation in the courts, and, such was the prevailing 
_° gentiment at that time, that the idea of its being lawful was ridiculed by all 
taking people everywhere. But witness the change of feeling that has 
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taken place during that time. A law that was formulated purposely to dia- 
franchise the Saints, and perpetuate the dominancy of the republican party, 
and which was thought by even its framers to have been too infamous and un- 
constitutional ever to bear investigation, has lately been decided by n 
Court of the United States to be constitutional and lawful. a 


The Latter-day Saints have patiently borne the indignities, infamies, 
and injustice that have been heaped upon them, relying upon the jus- 
tice of their case, and reasonably concluding that a great government, 
like the United States, could not afford to establish such a dangerous pre-. 
cedent, as to deprive a community of their rights of citizenship on account of 
their religious convictions. But they were deceived, for such is the case. 
That dangerous precedent has been established, and sealed and confirmed by 
the Court of last resort. The Constitution has been glaringly broken, and 
the way paved for further religions to be assailed and persecuted in due time. 
In the future, when a religious denomination becomes unpopular, or in the 
minority, it will only be necessary for the dominant sect in the legislature of 
any State or Territory to enact a law disfranchising the sect in question. 
This is just what has been done to the Latter-day Saints by this great 
Government. Even now there is over one million dollars’ worth of property 
rathlessly—although they claim legally—taken and held by the Government 
Officials, awaiting the decision of the Supreme Court, to whom the Saints 
have appealed their case and are now awaiting the result. 

An election has lately taken place in Salt Lake City, in which the Govern- 
ment officials have connived with the adventurers and office-seekers, and 
perpetrated the most stupendous frauds to wrest the government of that 
beautiful city from the hands of those who founded it and made it what it is 
to-day—one of the most beautiful spots on the American continent. It has 
been a moral and well-conducted city in the past, but how long will it con - 
tinue such under the new Government? The inhabitants of Ogden can 
answer that question from their experience, as they have had the same kind 
of government there for about a year, and it is anything but creditable. 

In connection with these events that are transpiring in the history of the 
Saints, there is one very remarkable fact, and it speaks volumes as a testi- 
mony of the truth of the great Latter-day work that the Saints are engaged 
in, and that is: no sooner is a victory gained over the Saints, than it is 
heralded all over the world, and all sects and parties, press and pulpit, every- 
where gloat and rejoice over the news, and hail it as a victory of their own. 
However much they may be divided socially or religiously on every other 
subject, they unite in rejoicing over the seeming downfall of the Saints. 
Now, there must be a reason for this. There is no other body of religionists 
that such an interest is taken in, or so hated and despised. On the 
contrary, when a calamity happens to any other class of people, except the 
Latter-day Saints, the sympathy of all other classes is immediately called 
forth, and huge subscriptions are raised for the relief of the sufferers. But 
no such act has ever taken place in the history of the Saints; during all 
their drivings, persecutions and sufferings, but little help has ever been 
offered them in their darkest hour and most dire calamities, but rather, these 
calamities in most instances have been brought about and ee b 
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professors and ministers of religion. It cannot be said of the Saints as it 
was of Esau of old, “his hand was against every man, and every man’s hand 
against him.” This is not true in regard to the Saints; there is no class of 
people which sympathizes with others more than the Saints do, or are more 
liberal with their means. But it is true in regard to all people being against 
them. Let us see what the Savior said about just such a people: 


Blessed are ye, when men shall revile you, and persecute you, and shall say 
all manner of evil against you falsely, for my sake. Rejoice, and be exceeding 
glad: for great is your reward in heaven: for so persecuted they the prophets 
which were before you (Matt. v, 11, 12). If the world hate you, ye know that 
it hated me before it hated you. If ye were of the world, the world would 
love his own: but because ye are not of the world, but I have chosen you out 
of the world, therefore the world hateth you (John xv, 18, 19). | 


These are the words of the Savior. And this fact alone, that the Saints 
are reviled and persecuted of all men, is a most powerful testimony that they 
are the people of God, for it was always thus; the Saints in all ages of the 
world have been persecuted, while Baal and Anti-Christ have ever been 
popular. They stoned the prophets, and their descendants garnished their 
sepulchres. They slew the apostles and prophets in the days of the Savior; — 
now they build churches to their memory. History will repeat itself once 
again, and the Saints who are now despised and persecuted will yet be hailed 
as the people of God, and be restored to every right. The political situation 
of the Saints is a most unenviable one to-day; but it will not always be so; 
and they can well afford to wait. Although they have carried their grievances 
to the court of last resort on earth, yet there is another tribunal in the 
heavens, to which their appeal will not be in vain, in which, and in the justice 
of their cause, the Saints have perfect confidence. | W. H.

SALT LAKE CITY, AND ITS SHOE FACTORY. 


Tue fame of Salt Lake City reaches 
round the world. Its name has oftener 
been in the mouths of men than that 
of many greater cities. The cardinal 
maxim of the Mormons’ creed is agri- 
culture, and while the tilling of the 


soil has been carried on so strenuously 


all these years, mining has been dis- 


countenanced. The development of 
mines in Utah has been principally 
the work of the Gentiles, and its 


mineral wealth at this time is largely 
controlled by them. The city has a 
— of 40,000. Situated at the 
of the Wahsatch mountains, and 
eighteen miles from the t Salt 
it has an elevation of 4,350 ft. 
above sea level. Salt Lake City was 


founded by the Mormons in 1847, and 
during tho forty years of its existence 
it has developed into a wonderful 
city. There are one hundred miles of 
streets, and the broad avenues are 
132 ft. wide, and laid out in blocks; 
each block is 660 ft. wide. The prin- 
cipal streets and shops are lighted: by 
electricity. There is also a service of 
electric street cars. | 
The Tabernacle where the Mor- 
mons worship is a building of peculiar 
construction. In form it is like a huge 
turtle-shell, having a seating capacity

There 
are no thieves or burglars amongst 
them, and seldon, if ever, is a citizen 
who pretends to respectability to be 
seen 8 ring through the streets 
under the influence of liquor. 

During my stay there I never saw 
a policeman. Honesty and industry 
are the characteristics of the people. 
In the refinement of home and social 
life they are not found wanting. In 
short it is a pleasant city, with good 
people in it, and one might do worse 
than make one’s home there. Every- 
one seems happy and contented, and 
there seems to be no lack of money. 
Such isa brief description of Salt Lake 

= as I found it. 

The biggest single enterprise there 
is the shoe factory, employing about 
two hundred hands. It is owned and 
controlled by the Zion Co-Operative 
Mercantile Institution. They have a 
tannery in connection with it where 
they turn out\three hundred sides of 
oak-bark tan leather a week. 
Also a clothing factory. All are under 
the management of Mr. W. H. Rowe, 
an English manufacturer from Lon- 
don, who settled in Salt Lake City 
some fifteen years ago. He has been 
very successful, and is a large stock- 
holder in the company. 

Mr. Rowe soon found out that the

and shoes as carried 
country would not answer in America, 
and he very speedily abandoned it 
for more advanced ways. The front 
building (which is an imposing one), 


where the company transact their 
business, stands at the head of Main- 
street, e shoe factory is situated 


at the back. The whole concern is 
run with Mormon capital, and they 
do a million sterling worth of business 
a year. The shoe factory is a fine 
structure, built entirely of solid brick 
and stone (most of the American 
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factories are wooden buildings.) The 
factory is 120 ft. by 200 ft., four 
storeys high, with a large area. It 
is fitted up with every modern con- 
venience, and fully equipped with all 
the latest machinery, run by a 54-horse 
power engine, situated in the centre 
of the — thereby balancing 
the weight of all the . 
Every comfort has been studi 
dressing-rooms and lavatories are pro- 
vided for the wor ple, with soap 
and towels free. en the men ar- 
rive in the morning they repair to the 
dressing-rooms, hang up their coats, 
&c., before commencing work. As 
only an half an hour is allowed for 
dinner, most of the hands bring their 
dinner or lunch with them. After 
the day’s labor is over, they each and 
all have a good wash up, and return 
home as clean and tidy as when they 
left in the morning. The working 
hours are from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m., clos- 
ing at 1 on Saturdays. | 

As you enter the factory from the 
office you cannot help observing the 
following notices posted up: Posi- 
tively no admittance. No smokin 
allowed. Do not spit on the floor. 
The floor of the factory is — * every 
night, and the refuse cleared away. 
Cleanliness and order is the rule here. 
The oe part of the workmen 
are English, with a few Swedes, 
found men from London, Leicester, 
Leeds, Northampton, Bristol, and 
Birmingham, who having adopted the 
Mormon faith had emigrated to Utah. 
Nearly all the “help” are Mormons, 
and they are a temperate lot of — er 
who stick steadily to their work al 
the week.

This has been the worst season ever experienced by railroads in Utah. 
The sheep on the desert are reported as wintering in fine style. The heavy 
fall of snow is rather an advantage to that section. .

An indignation meeting of tourists who were caught in the blockade on the 
Central Pacific, was held at the Walker House, Salt Lake City, on the 27th 
January, when some very strong resolutions were passed, condemning 
action and policy of the Central Pacific in unmeasured terms. : 


Cache Co., Utah, Jan. 22.—The unusual fall of snow, and the unexpected 
consequences, have had the effect of causing a lot of shoveling to be done. A 
great many barns have fallen in—one fell in on the old church farm, and 
killed five calves and one cow. The sheds of two of the implement companies 
have fallen in and done some damage; in fact, all through the county the 
report comes of fallen sheds and barns. 


A new bed of coal has been discovered by Mr. J. J. Taylor, situated about 
four miles south of Manti, Utah. By careful examination from the mouth or 
entrance of the mine, a prospect was discovered, and after going in several 
feet small veins of coal were struck, which, continuing on, finally merged into 
one bed of coal, which is now at the end of the tunnel four and a half feet 
thick, and is increasing as the work advances. The coal has the appearance 
of being of excellent quality and inexhaustible in quantity. : 


The great storm continues on the mountains between Ogden and San Fran- 
cisco, and the difficulties of the Central Pacific are increased in consequence. 
The road had been blocked for ten days, which is the longest period it has 
ever been blocked. The storm, however, is undoubtedly the most severe 
experienced since the first overland road was built into California. Many 
streams in Northern California have been rising rapidly again, and fears of 
another overflow are entertained. The snowstorm is still prevailing ia the 
Siskiyou mountains, and several slides have occurred. 33
